In 1858 the father of Hon. Frank G. 


Harris died in Brookville, Jefferson 
county, where he had been living with 
his second wife. Because of the neg- 
lect or indifference of 
keepers of 


records in Jefferson county the exact 
location of the grave of the elder Har 
ris was lost to view, and for 
many 


years Hon. F. G. Harris has been 
searching in vain for the burial place 
of his father. 


Mr. Harris went to Brookville last 


week and, through information secur- 
ed from a niece of the second wife, 
was able to trace the resting place of 
his father, and a handsome monument 
has been ordered by the 
Clearfield 


son to mark the last resting place of 
his father. 


The mother of Mr. Harris died in 


Clarion in 1849 and diligent search 
has thus far failed to reveal her grave

American and Huerta representative!! 
participating. 


The Mexican envoys have not con- 


ferred with the mediators as to the 
point raised by the American commis- 
sioners. They are playing a waiting 
game, leaving the matter entirely in 
the bunds of tjje mediators.

ing back to your cheeks. 


Aromatic Tooth Pa>t«. 


This recipe for a pooth paste will be 


found useful in ordinary cases, but if 
you have allowed the tartar to remain 
on the teeth for some time it will be 
necessary for you to go to your dentist 
and have him remove the same for 
yon. 
Do not let it stay on, for It will 


surely cause the teeth to decay. 


For the paste take orris-root powder, 


eigbt ounces; myrrh powder, eight 
ounces; oil of cloves, two drams, oil 
of lemon, two drams, and oil of rose, 
thirty drops, with solution of carmine 
sufficient to color and honey enough to 
form paste. 


You can use the tooth paste for the 


ordinary cleansing of the teeth. 


Hardening the Gumt. 


Peroxide of hydrogen will be found 


a great help in keeping the gums firm 
and healthy. It should be held in the 
mouth until it foams a little. It is an- 
tiseptic' and will kill the many varie- 
ties of bacilli that infect the mouth 
and throat. 


Children should be taken to a den- 


tist at least twice a year and oftener 
when new toetli are coming. They 
should be taught to use dental floss 
after each meal. They should not be 
allowed to use soft toothpicks nor to 
pick the teeth with pins or metal of 
any sort. All crooked teeth should be 
straightened and the mouth kept sweet 
and clean by constant attention. 


Skin Like Velvet. 


A velvet bath is merely one that 


gives to the complexion the softness of 
velvet and tones up the skin to perfec- 
tion. Velvet baths make tbe face glow 
and are delightful aids to beauty. 


The materials are simple. One only 


acquires finely powdered pumice stone, 
plenty of rough towels and brushes of 
all kinds. 


If the bather has rough and coarse 


elbows fine sandpaper Is used to mas- 
sage them. First the arms are washed 
in soap and water, then sandpapered 
gently and afterward rubbed with olive 
oil or cocoanut butter. 


Strengthening the Eye*. 


An eye wash that will be found very 


helpful for weak eyes is the following: 
Take pure boric acid, one teaspoonful: 
camphor water, fifteen drops; boiling 
water, two-thirds of a cupful. If your 
eyes are in need of an oculist's atten- 
tion it is advisable for you to consult 
one before the trouble grows worse 
and harder to cure. Do not read when 
your eyes burn and smart.

vance the left foot so that the heel is 
somewhat In advance of the toe of the 
light.

Repeat ten times; then advance the 


right foot and attempt to touch the 
floor at the left sUe. Never mind if 
you cannot touch it the first trial; It 


may be weeks before you succeed, but 
in the meantime the color will be com- 
ing back to your cheeks. 


Aromatic Tooth Pa>t«. 


This recipe for a pooth paste will be 


found useful in ordinary cases, but if 
you have allowed the tartar to remain 
on the teeth for some time it will be 
necessary for you to go to your dentist 
and have him remove the same for 
yon. 
Do not let it stay on, for It will 


surely cause the teeth to decay. 


For the paste take orris-root powder, 


eigbt ounces; myrrh powder, eight 
ounces; oil of cloves, two drams, oil 
of lemon, two drams, and oil of rose, 
thirty drops, with solution of carmine 
sufficient to color and honey enough to 
form paste. 


You can use the tooth paste for the 


ordinary cleansing of the teeth. 


Hardening the Gumt. 


Peroxide of hydrogen will be found 


a great help in keeping the gums firm 
and healthy. It should be held in the 
mouth until it foams a little. It is an- 
tiseptic' and will kill the many varie- 
ties of bacilli that infect the mouth 
and throat. 


Children should be taken to a den- 


tist at least twice a year and oftener 
when new toetli are coming. They 
should be taught to use dental floss 
after each meal. They should not be 
allowed to use soft toothpicks nor to 
pick the teeth with pins or metal of 
any sort. All crooked teeth should be 
straightened and the mouth kept sweet 
and clean by constant attention. 


Skin Like Velvet. 


A velvet bath is merely one that 


gives to the complexion the softness of 
velvet and tones up the skin to perfec- 
tion. Velvet baths make tbe face glow 
and are delightful aids to beauty. 


The materials are simple. One only 


acquires finely powdered pumice stone, 
plenty of rough towels and brushes of 
all kinds. 


If the bather has rough and coarse 


elbows fine sandpaper Is used to mas- 
sage them. First the arms are washed 
in soap and water, then sandpapered 
gently and afterward rubbed with olive 
oil or cocoanut butter. 


Strengthening the Eye*. 


An eye wash that will be found very 


helpful for weak eyes is the following: 
Take pure boric acid, one teaspoonful: 
camphor water, fifteen drops; boiling 
water, two-thirds of a cupful. If your 
eyes are in need of an oculist's atten- 
tion it is advisable for you to consult 
one before the trouble grows worse 
and harder to cure. Do not read when 
your eyes burn and smart.
